obtained, and execution iffued again!! the 
body of the defendant, who was taken to 
jail. 
He had a conferrable landed eflate, 
but this kind of property cannot he fold in 
Virginia for debts, unlefs at the difcretion 
of the perfon.— He had a large family, and 
for the Tike of his children, preferred lying 
in jail to felling his land. 
A friend hinted 
tohim that probably General W 
a s h i n g t o n 
did not know any thing of the proceeding, 
and that it might be well to fend him a 
petition, with* (latement of threircumflancei 
He did fo, and the very next poll fiom 
Philadelphia, after the arrival of his petition 
in that city, brought him an order for his 
immediate releafe, together with a full dif- 
charge, and a severe reprimand to the ag'nt 
for having ailed in filch a manner.

R o u z t was, in confcquence, reftored to his 
family, who never laid down their heads at 
night without prefenting prayers to Heaven 
for their 14 beloved W 
a s h i n g t o n . ” Provi­ 
dence fmiled upon the labors of the grateful 
family, and, in a f^w years, R o u z t enjoyed 
the exquifite pleafure of being able to lay 
the moo/, with interefl at the feet of this 
truly great man.
